The interference caused by stations 
working on frequencies other than

common. With the technical deve- 
lopments in transmitter design, how- 
ever, a general reduction in this type 
of Interference can be expected. 


Another type of interference - has 
also been observed in which, although 
the Interference is mainly experlenc- 
ed by the station on the channel ad- 
joining one of the Daventry frequen- 
eles, some inlerference, owing to the 
type of modulation used, is - also 
caused to the Daventry frequency In 
question.

to cause severe Interference to the 
broadcasting station. A more detail- 
ed explanation of this point ts given 
In the pamphlet ‘Receiving the Em- 
pire Stations.’ a copy of which will 
bo sent, post free, to any lHstener who 


applies to the BBC. 


Another type of interference for 
which the receiver is primarily to 
blime is caused by insufficient ad- 
jucent-channet — selectivity—the — set 
being Incapable of receiving the 
wanted station clear of stations im- 
mediately adjacent, though their 
frequencies are 10 ke/s diferent 
from that of the wanted station. This 
question of udjacent-channel selec- 
livity is assuming more importance 
with the Increase in power of modern 
short-wave broadcasting stations. 


Reports dealing with cises of inter~ 
ference to Daventry are greatly 
valued by the BBC, especially if- any

HE WHITE Paver on Air Raid 
Shelters, issued in London on 
Friday, opposes as impracticable for 


‘Pthat city the scheme for providing 


deep bomb-proot shelters for the 
civilian population. 


This would appear to vindicate the 
policy, uppurently adopted in Hong- 
kong, of favouring i system of dine 
persed trenches, which fives protec- 
tion against bist and splinters, but 
hot against direct hits, incendiarism 
or yas, 

Such, however, is not the case. 

The system of complete protection 
advocated for Hongkong: by this 
newspaper envisages | the tunnelling 
of the Peak, which is something: en- 
tirely different to deep excuvation, 
The latter system would be as Im- 
practleable in Hongkong as it Is 
fppurently, -in—London:-— Apart - from 
interference with underground 
sewerage systems, ete, the ques- 
tion of water becpage would at once 
render it diMceult of accomplishment 
In this Colony. 

But by reason of its topography, 
Hongkong, untike London, can over- 
come the obstucles inherent to ver= 
tical excavation by horizontal tun- 
nelling. : ; 

The Peak provides this Colony with 
almost neady-made facllities for a 
system of deep alr-rald shelters, We 
have no hesitation in expressing the 
opinion that the system urged by this 
newspaper for Hongkong would long 
ere this have been adopted in London 
if the topographical features present 
in this Colony were available In 
England's metropolis, 

Let us examine the reasons why 
deep shelters were rejected by Sir 
John Anderson. ‘They were: 

1—Diversion of material, effort 
and moncy from active defence, 
2—Technical diMculties of cone 
vatructing a shelter system which 
would — guarantee speedy — and 
suMcient necess to the population 
" which would want to use It; and 
3.—The tlme factor of construce 
tion, 

The first objection can hardly 
apply to u tunnelling system in 
Hongkong. The material 1s availe 
able and, without doubt, so js the 
dabour. Unlike a scheme for deep 
excavation, tunnelling requires no 
astronomical expenditure, 


The second objection does not 
apply to tunnelling, The drive 
would enter virgin rock and soll, 
be, it would not Interfere with 
existing underground Sewage and 
other systems and would not be 
obstructed by the problem of water 
secpage from river, sca, or subter- 
rancan nrtestan flaws.

IME WHITE Paper ‘on Air. Rald 

Shelters, issued in .London on 
Friday, opposes as imvractleable for 
that clty the scheme for providing 
deep ,bomb-proof, shelters for the 
elvilian population.

Such, however, is not the case. 
The system of complete protection 
advocated for Hongkong by this 
newspaper envisares the tunnelling 
of the Peak, which is something en- 
tIrely different to deep excavation. 
{The latter system woukl-be as im- 
practicable In ~ Hongkong as Tit Wis” 
tippurently, in London. Apart from 
interference with underground 
sewerage systems, ete, the ques 
tion of water seepage would at once 
render it difficult of accomplishment 
in this Colony. 


But by reason of its topography, 
Hongkong, unlike London, can over+ 
come the obstacles inherent to ver- 
tleal. excavation by horizontal tun- 
nelling. . 

The Peak provides this Colony with 
ulmost neady-made facilitles for. a 
system of deep air-rald shelters. We

‘COLONY 
WATER 
STORAGE 
PROBLEM 


AB A result of last week's rain 
and consequent increaso in water 
storage, it- Is computed “that only 
about 1/80th part of rainfall Is 
collected by the Colony's reservoirs. 

It Js difficult to name a standard 
figure ‘of intake from the Colony's 
rain, as It must vary according to 
conditions prior to” the downpour. 
Thus, if the ground [s very dry; the 
intake is restricted, while if heavy 
rains follow several days of drizzle, 
the reservoirs will collect. more, os 
fewer tons are absorbed by the carth. 

Judging from last week's figures, 
which showed ao rainfall for six days 
of some ten inches, and a consequent 
increase in reservolr water storage 
of 639,000,000 gallons, something 
like 247,000,000 tons of the 250,0v0,- 
000 tons which fell on the Colony 
were lost. 

It was cither absorbed by the 
ground, or drained away into the 
sea, A mere 3,000,000 tons (which 
is also o conservative figure) were 
collected by the Colony's reservo‘rs, 

Further indlcation of the serlous 
loss of precious water from Hong- 
kong’s ralnfali is given by the fact 
that the total storage of the Colony’s 
water on Friday last, which was 
2,234,000,000 gallons (nbout 10,000,- 
000 tons) represented only 1/25th of 
the rainfall which fell between April 
15 and April 21,

king have decided to construct 
two additional fire lanes very 
soon as 2 means to prevent 
serious conflagration in the 
event of Japanese incendiary, 
bombings. 

- The present fire lanes still under 
construction in the heart of the city 
cost n milion yuan, and It Js ex- 
pected. that the new ones will be 
quite as expensive, 

The new lanes will erlss-cross the 
city and divide the area Into at least 
six sectlons which will enable the 
fre brigades to enclose any cone 
flagration and reduce possible losses, 
Meanwhile. building [s going on 
,riously in the outskirts of the city 
and nearby villages whence {t is exe 
xected that a large part of the popu- 
lation, which has now swollen to 
700,000 can be evacuated.—United
